Famed ‘Lane’ 
To Open 
December 21 


Twenty-two men and one re¬ 
serve responded to thi s call 
and Engine 424 arrived in 
two minutes and 38 seconds. 
Upon 1 arrival it was found 
that a broken wire had hit 
the vent pipe of the kitchen 
sink, traveled down through 
the house and set the wood 
framing under the sink 
afire. Damage was estimat¬ 
ed by Chief Brown at about 
$250 as flooring and cabi¬ 
nets were burned. Engine 
423 responded 37 seconds 
later. 

All was fairly quiet the 
rest of the night and during 
the day Wednesday until a 
full alarm was sent out at 
4 p.m. Wednesday. 

Engine 423 was the first to 
respond to this alarm with 
19 men and one reserve an¬ 
swering to find that the 
house at 249 Ramona had its 
roof afire. This was the 
home of Jim Robson, who 
had been burning debris in 
the fireplace. The absence 
of a flue spark arrestor al¬ 
lowed particles to fly out of 
the chimney, some of which 
landed on the dry shingle 
roof. 

Here it was necessary to 
open the roof to ascertain if 
the fire had spread through¬ 
out the attic. Engine 423 ar¬ 
rived in 3 minutes flat with 
Engine 424 ten seconds 
behind. 

Wednesday evening an¬ 
other stand-by „erew was 
available for any emer¬ 
gencies, but were not called 
upon. At 12:36 a call came 
in that the living room at 
75 Monterey Lane was 
ablaze. Police, within a few 
blocks, responded to find the 
family sound asleep and no 
fire. This was termed as a 
false alarm and the fire ap¬ 
paratus was not summoned. 

Chief Brown informs the 
people of Sierra Madre that 
always your Fire Depart¬ 
ment is aware of dangers 
and with a full complement 
of men, all who have radios, 
and many who have police 
radios, your department is 
but minutes and seconds 
away when you need them; 
but he warns, your depart¬ 
ment is only as efficient as 
their “informers” so if you

Burning of Log 
At Christmas 
Very Symbolic 

From the mirculous Star 
to a tiny candle, gleaming 
lights have cast a glow' over 
holiday festiivties for cen¬ 
turies. 

Pagan sun-worshippers lit 
candles and kindled fires at 
winter festivals to help the 
returning sun gain strength. 

Traditional for both light 
and warmth is the blazing 
Yule log. Like all "Christ- 
mas lights,” it has both a 
religious and festive signifi¬ 
cance in holiday lore. 

Because legend says that 
the Christ Child was washed 
and dressed beside an ash 
wood fire, the people of 
early England always had 
Yule logs of ash wood. Ash 
had a practical aspect, too. 
because it -was the only 
green wood w'hich would 
bum. 

The Yule log of England 
and continental Europe was 
often believed to have mys¬ 
tical powers to protect the 
home. To give this protec¬ 
tion. the Yule log had to he 
kept burning all through the 
12 days of Christmas. 

Later the "blazing Yule" 
w'as primarily associated 
with the feasting and fes¬ 
tivity of the winter holidays.

Perhaps even more than 
the giving erf gifts, the send¬ 
ing of Christmas greetings 
symbolizes the seasonal 
spirit of good will.

Christmas.” 

This statement comes 
from a real authority, who 
is a former Marine, a world 
traveler and international 
airline executive — and who 
is also a man who has more 
dolls than- almost anybody, 
except Santa Claus! 

Collector Samuel F. Pryor 
is the founder of the Inter¬ 
national Doll Library i n 
Greenwich, Conn., where 
more than 8.000 dolls are 
gathered in fabulous var¬ 
iety. 

Begun in-1953 when he in¬ 
herited 300 dolls from a 
friend, the still-growing col¬ 
lection includes hundreds of 
dolls searched out by Mr. 
Pryor himself, and it has 
also been augmented by 
gifts from some of the thou¬ 
sands of visitors to the Doll 
Library — hence Mr. Pryor’s 
personal knowledge that a 
doll under the Christmas 
tree is truly a source of de¬ 
light. 

The Doll Library, so 
named because every doll 
has a story to tell, is attrac¬ 
tively housed in a 1792 bam, 
remodeled to provide appro¬ 
priate settings for the dolls. 
Visits to the Doll Library are 
by appointment only. 

Here, there are antique 
dolls, historic dolls, craft 
dolls, religious dolls, dolls of 
every and and every era. 
The dolls indeed have much 
to tell to the serious student 
of world history and world 
civilization. 

But to Mr. Pryor, the im¬ 
portant thing about the 
dolls is that they are objects 
of affection — cherished by 
little girls waiting for Santa, 
and by everyone who loves 
dolls, to play with and ad¬ 
mire. 

Along with their legacy of 
love, the dolls bring a re¬ 
cord of mankind's ingenuity. 

Among the antique dolls 
in Mr. Pryor’s collection is a 
19th-century beauty who 
turns her head, flutters her 
eyelids, heaves her bosom 
and plays a lyve, to the 
tune of a hidden- music box. 

Many other dolls in the 
Pryor collection make it 
plain that mechanical ac¬ 
complishments are by no 
means limited to the dolls 
of today. For instance, a 
group of early American 
dolls includes the “Autoperi- 


patetlkos” — a walking doll 
patented in 1862. 

Another kind of ingenuity 
is manifest in the craft 
dolls, lovingly fashioned by 
thoughtful hands from vir¬ 
tually any and every conven¬ 
ient material — pen wipers, 
shells, newspapers, wish - 
bones, sponges, com cobs, 
pine cones, pipecleaners, 
clay pipes, even an old po¬ 
tato masher. 

Among them are “Mr. and 
Mrs. Crab,” dolls with faces 
made from crab claws. 
These do-it-yourself dolls 
were featured in “Godey’s 
Lady's Book” for May 1867, 
with illustrations of Mr. and 
Mrs. Crab and "how to” in¬ 
structions. 

Among the Library's little 
inhabitants, dolls of other 
lands form a miniature Uni¬ 
ted Nations. A turbaned 
Brazilian dancer, a Spanish 
matador with cape and 
sword, a Japanese geisha, a 
Belgian lady, a German 
tourist, an Arabian- desert 
prince, an Argentinian gau,- 
cho — the list is seemingly 
endless. 

Differences may divide 
nations — but not in the 
Doll Library. Mr. Pryor's 
dolls get an opportunity to 
enact the holiday spirit of 
peace and good will, all 
year. As a pasttime, he likes 
to bring dolls of many .na¬ 
tions together in friendly 
groups.

Big Gov’t at Its Worst 


Another instance of the blessings of a free press and 
the penetrating competence of thousands of editors across 
the land who make up that press may be seen in an item 
from The California Farmer. The editor briefly sum¬ 
marizes the history' of the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
the federal government’s gigantic socialized electric 
power enterprise in the southeastern part of the United 
States, with the words, "What started out as a single 
dam to provide cheap electrical power and flood control 
for the Tennessee Valley has mushroomed into a socialist’s 
dream. . . .” 

Today, TV A is the nation’s biggest purchaser of coal 
and is in the process of entering in a major way the atomic 
energy field. But that is not all. According to the editor 
of The California Farmer, “Now TVA wants to buy 
200,000 acres of land to set up a showcase for the nation 
of how and area can be developed for recreation and con¬ 
servation programs. Land and homes in the area would 
be condemned if they refused to be bought out.” He con¬ 
cludes, “In our book, this is big government at its worst.” 

Many thinking editors wonder, and with good reason, 
how far down the path of big government we can go and 
still retain freedom of the press.

The Treasury Department has completed a tabulation 
of the debt still owed the United States by World War I 
debtor nations. As of the end of the fiscal year last June 
thirtieth, this debt had increased $324 million in interest 
and stood at $21,352,854,709.

"That that be whole need not a physician, but they 
that are sick" (Matt. 9:12). 

From the late 16th century until about 1830 an oc¬ 
casional pious German apothecary would commission a local 
artist to paint Christ as an apothecary. Significantly such 
action indicated the high repute of pharmacy as it existed 
during the period these paintings were produced. In one 
of the primitive, early 17th century paintings it shows Christ 
allegorically as an apothecary dispensing the Christian 
virtues from His drug containers and weighing the sins of 
mankind in a hand balance. 

Almost a century of research reveals that there were 
perhaps 70 of this genre of paintings in existence many years 
ago — all of Germanic origin. They are no longer found 
in pharmacies and the few remaining in the world today 
are preserved in museums and are used as church altar pieces 
in Germany, Switzerland, Austria, Sweden and France. The 
"Old World Apothecary Shop" in the Smithsonian Institute 
in Washington, D.C., has one of them on display, and there 
is an 18th century painting of the same motif in the Baye- 
National Museum in Munich. The Norse Museum in Stock¬ 
holm has a watercolor showing a woman as the penitent 
sinner, and this same theme was used in a tapestry that 
hangs in the Castle Chapel at Schwartzburg in Thuringia.
